The Arch of Triumph is located in the middle of 
the highway running near Kim II Sung Stadium, 
the time-honoured historical revolutionary site, 
lying at the foot of Moran Hill. 

This arch is an immortal revolutionary monu- 
ment erected to tell the posterity of the brilliant 
exploits of the great leaderof our people Comrade 
Kim II Sung who returned home with a new spring 
of national liberation after leading the 20-year long 
anti-Japanese revolutionary struggle to victory. 

Being 60 metres high and 52.5 metres wide, _ the 
Arch of Triumph in Pyongyang is the largest in the 
world.
